The Indianapolis story follows: 

"0. K. Stuart, 5fc2 Buchanan 
street, tight wire performer who 
fell forty feel at Ashtabula, Ohio, 
June 17 and suffered live bone frac¬ 
tures, including both arms, let it be 
known yesterday that he is going 
back on the wire in the spring. He 
was released from the City hospi¬ 
tal July 4 and until a few days ago 
was under treatment in his home. 
With his bones knitting he is pre¬ 
paring to defend the title of ‘oldest 
high tightwire act in the world.’ 
He was 62 years old Oct. 14, while 
Btondon, previous claimant, who 
gained fame on a ropo across Ni¬ 
agara Falls, died several years ugo 
at 60. Failure of a ‘dead man’ to 
hold one of his poles when the 
ground was softened by rain 
caused the Ashtabula accident.* -

George Creel Declares Roosevelt 
Seeks Only Success of Pres- 


NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—Fears 
that the idea of a third term has 
taken fixed shape In President 
Roosevelt's mind are definitely set 
at rest in an authoritative article 
on the president’s plans and pur¬ 
poses written by George Creel foe 
a forthcoming issue of Collier's.

On March 3, 1933, he set forth ex¬ 
actly the broad outlines of the 
original New Deal laws, and in 
September, 1935, he foretold the 
laws enacted during the past ees 
sion of Congress. 

Explains Present Legal Problem 

In the present article Creel fats 
had the opportunity to state the 
plans and purposes which animate 
the president as ho faces his sec¬ 
ond term, particularly regarding 
the supreme court, future social 
legislation, undistributed profits 


menu to measures during the lsst 
term. He also tells of the presi¬ 
dent’s own reaction to the bitter 
criticism of his famous “mast 
speech of the recent campaign, 
which he felt that his phrase 
“these forces met their master' 1 
was unfairly twisted to imply 
dictatorship. 

Creel states that the president’s 
hope "is the establishment of 
new social order that will rota 
every value of the old but at the 
same time will take courageous 
cognizance of vast changes and the 
imperative needs evolved by ’ 
changes.” The president “holds to 
hU faith in NRA fundamentals,” 


Creel says, and adds that “the abo¬ 
lition of child: labor and sweat¬ 
shops, together with establishment 
of standards for minimum wages 
and maximum hours are still 
Roosevelt objectives.”

University of Minnesota medical 
authorities were not so sanguine, 
Nelson is gaining strength but the 
shrinkage has not been definitely 
checked. They said he suffered two 
relapses during his year of t 
ment and was bed-ridden for sev¬ 
eral months. 

Ostiamalacia is a softening of 
bone tissues due to lack of calcium, 
attending physicians said. It may 
be due to a tumor of the parathy. 
roid. Occasionally the gland be. 
comes over-accelerated so that cal¬ 
cium is passed off too rapidty to bo 
assimilated by the bones.
